The increase In the amount of the 
exports of manufactured goods by the 
United States In the past nine or ten 
years is one of the commercial mar- 
vels of the time. In the fiscal year 
1890. according to figures Just sent out 
by the bureau of statistics at Wash- 
ington, the United States exported 
$161,102,370 of manufactured goods of 
all sorts. In the fiscal year 1809, which 
closed on June 30, • little over two 
months ago, the exports of the same 
class of wares were $338,667,794. At 
the beginning of the period named, In 
the year 1890. the country's Imports 
of manufactures were $356,651,940. 
They were $263,248,559 In the fiscal 
fear 1893. 

Here Is an exhibit which will be a 
surprise to the wc-ld, and exceedingly 
gratifying to the United States. The 
amount of the country's exports of 
manufactures have more than doubled, 
the Increase being 120 per cent In the 
decade, while the Imports competing 
goods have fallen off 26 per cent In 
that time. The extent of the growth 
of manufactures can be apreciated 
by comparing It with the growth In 
population In the Interval, which has 
probably been about 19 per cent. The 
United States is expanding In number 
of inhabitants far faster than any 
other great nation In the world, but 
its increase in the sales of its manu- 
factured goods abroad is six times 
greater. Moreover, the gain Is still 
under way. as shown by such figures
